IKE the dark side of the moon,

Truth Hidden 


In the enigmatic wilderfiess of the 
second largest and‘ most xinkempt island 
in the world, the truth is not easy to 
determine. Foreign correspondents have 
only been shown the smooth outer gloss 
of the new Indonesian regime during 
rare conducted tours that have left in the 
memory the usual, faintly suspect pas- 
tiche of flag-wagging native children, 
new-built show-places, patriotic banners 
dis’ ited bya‘ thoughtful government, 

nd smiling, watchful Indonesian officials 
imported from Djakarta. 

It was certainly to be expected that 


the Indonesians would do something posi- ° 


tive for West Irian, for they had struggled 
hard enough for 13 years to wrest this 
colossal slab of tinrelenting rock at the 
eastern extremity of their archipelago 
from its former Dutch colonial masters. 
They had finally won possession of it by 
signing the New York Agreement where- 
by they took over the territory on May 
1, 1963 on condition that a plebiscite 
would be held under international super- 
vision not-later than 1969 to determine 
whether the Papuan natives wished to 
remain part of Indonesia or break away. 

The cadge-and-carry Indonesian state, 
loaded with foreign debts, inherited no 
economic asset. The oil wells had: vir- 
tually dried up, and West Irian exports 
like crocodile skins, bird-of-paradise 
feathers, timber, copra, and eastern 
spices paid for little more than one-fifth 
of essential imports. 


Mismanagement 


President Sukarno’s government in 
Djakarta had so far shown a singular 
ability for grossly mismanaging the In- 
donesian Republic of 3,000 islands and 
getting away with it. It now took on the 
administration of 750,000 ~kinKy-haired 
primitives, nearly half of whom. had 


never even seen a native policeman, let _ 


alone a Dutch colonial official, and were 
quite unaware of the existence of New 
Guinea, of Holland, of Indonesia, or 
civilization itself. ‘Qhey included canni- 
bals and headhunters like the Agats,'who 
#re believed to have cooked and eaten 
Michael Rockefeller with sago less than 
three years ago. 

They spoke 200 different languages, 
and most of them lived in remote villages 
of less than 100 inhabitants, warring

Schools Doubled 


The Indonesians say that they have 
more than doubled the number of pri- 
mary schools in his backward land 
where it is lonely to be literate, and have 
founded 70. secondary. schools (and a 
university), where under the Dutch there 
were only eight. Units of the Indonesian 
army and mobile-police build houses and 
schools and mosques in the villages, and 
show the people how to lay out kitchen 
gardens and fishponds. 

But officials boast that there is now 
a picture of President Sukarno in every 
hut, the people know they live in a state 
called West Irian, and that it is part of 
a “great nation” whose flag they can 
recognize. 

Moreover, Sukarno;-who has shaken 
fists in self-righteous fury because the 
young Commonwealth federation of Ma- 
laysia was formed years ago without 
a referendum in Sarawak and Sabah, 
made it absolutely clear in April that 
Djakarta will not honor the New York 
Agreement, and has no intention of orga- 
nizing a plebiscite in 1969 that would 
give the Papuans_a chance to back out 
ot Indonesia. 

And there have been other indications 
of Indonesian thinking. In sharp contrast 
to some officials from Djakarta who work 
conscientiously to bring West Irian for- 
ward, men like Lieutenant-General Djati- 
kusomo, Jeading Javanese soldier and 
diplomat, have spoken of ‘‘civilizing these 
natives, if necessary at the point of the 
bayonet.”

When it was finally ruled that political 
parties. would be allowed Brigadier-Gen- 
eral Sutjipto, secretary to the minister 
eoordinator for West Irian, warned that 
this was “‘not to revive liberalism, which 
Indonesia had rejected, but to achieve 
the ideals of revolution and to implement 
Indonesian guided democracy.’ 


There are other pointers. Sutjipto ad- 
mitted after the August 16 fracas that 
some Indonesian officials had. “‘misused 
their authority”, and this followed an 
earlier assertion by Papuans in exile zat 
the Indonesians were terrorizing Wes' 
Irian, that they had introduced becibie 
conscription,.and. were using Gestapo 
methods of intimidation. 

In May™ of this year police swooped 
on exasperated natives who were form- 
ing an. “organization of free- Papuans” 
in one district, where “counter-revolu- 
tionaries’” had hoisted their own flag. 
Next came reports of a gun battle in 
Sukarmapura,.the provincial capital it- 
self, and finally news of the open revolt 
in mid-August. The echoes from West 
Irian have a disquieting quality, like 
thuds and-muffled cries heard faintly 
in the night. 


Australians Worried 


Meanwhile, Australians responsible for 
the administration of the other half of 
New Guinea-are also worried. In June_ 
the Indonesian vice-governor of West 
Irian suddenly accused Canberra of 
building a $26 million airfield in East 
New Guinea “as part of the Necolim 
(Neocolonialist,. Colonialist, Imperialist) 
Rowers’ efforts to encircle Indonesia”, 
adding that the Papuans would stave off 
the threat “if only armed with bows and 
arrows’’ (the Indonesians have Russian 
TU-16 Jet bombers-at Biak, and subma- 
tines, destroyers and other naval craft of 
Soviet origin operating out of Kotabaru). 


This may be the straw in the wind. 
With unrest within, and Australians 
just across the arbitrary line that bisects 
this huge island, it is only a matter of 
time before Sukarno publicly links one 
with the other, and Indonesian ‘‘confron- 
tation’* develops its own “second front’.

The Javits concept, which at least is 
sure to be closely related to whatever 
U.S. policy emerges at the November 
OAS meeting in Rio de Janeiro, will 
take a bit of selling. The idea that 
the OAS should police its members* 
methods of changing governments has 
its ‘merits — if only to prevent the U.S. 
from doing the job itself — but the U.S. 
is in a questionable position to act as 
chief salesman for such a policy. 


Other Oppression 


U.S. solicitude for Latin victims of 
illegality has appeared strongest when 
the villians are Communist, but com- 
munism {is not the form of oppression 
most Latins have suffered to date. 
(Why, Latins still ask, did the U.S: 
acquiesce in the overthrow of Juan 
Bosch, the first freely elected, constitu- 
tional president of the Dominican Re- 
public, yet intervene against a later at- 
tempt to restore the constitution?) 

Moral stains on the U.S, record, plus 
its own giantism on the hemispheric 
scene, could leave Canada in an inter- 
esting position of leadership in establish- 
ing a collective system of security, This 
may have been in Sen. Javits’ mind in 
his ffequent reference to Canada’s po- 
tential _ hemispheric role-and- his -warn- 
ing \agdinst an_inter-American system 
basedon U.S. hegemony. 

Canada faces a major decision: any 
appearance of acting as a U.S. stooge 
would be worse than not joining the 
OAS at ali. Buttt-is safe to say that 
Canada will bean even more interested 
observer than usual at Rio in November.

LONDON (CP) — A _ British 
government agency has decided. 
to speed up its investigation of 
possible links between contra- 
ceptive pills and thrombosis 
following the death of a 22-year- 
old Nottingham housewife who 
had used the pill for six months. 
A pathologist has stated the re- 
Aationship 1% “just too “much to 
be a coincidence.” 

About 500,000 British women 
are reported to be using the 
pills regularly many are 
having second: thoughts - about 
continuing the dosage. One pub- 
lished estimate is that the risk 
of death from the pill is about 
one in 100,000 cases. The risk 
of some form of blood-clotting 
|is about one in 10,000. 


The government's Dunlop 
committee on drug safety orig- 
inally—had’ estimated it would 
take two or three years to com- 
plete its investigation on the 
pill’s safety. But in view of 
spreading anxiety, an interim 
report is to be issued in a few 
months, 


Published reports suggest the 
interim statement will say there 
is a slight risk of illness and 
death but that should not justify 
banning the pill. 


HAD BACKACHE 


The Nottingham housewife, 
Mrs, Cynthia Lee, had com- 
plained of a backache. She had 
taken one of the pills a few 
days before she suddenly col- 
lapsed and died. 
~ During an inquest last Mon- 
|day Dr. George Hall, the path- 
jologist, said thrombosis was a 
common.caiise of death among, 
the elderly but not among’ the 
young.

NEW ORLEANS—The wind lifted 
my car up on two wheels and spun if 
around. That was when I had enough 
of hurricane Betsy. 


I got out of the car at the ‘height 
of the storm just before midnight and 
it was like stepping into hell. 

Sharp pieces of glass from broken 
Neon signs whipped through the air 
like bullets. Large squares of metal 
roofing. cartwheeled up the street, 
- Slicing into anything in their path. 

Huge tree limbs covered with the 
famed hanging moss of old New Or- 
leans cracked off and.dropped to the 
streets. 

The noise, the driving rain, the 
sheer terror of trying to get to shelter 
was an unforgettable experience.

Jung up ahead and, somehow, I made 
it. 

People were streaming out of the 
lake area by the. thousands. The 
streets became almost impassable 
with fallen trees and debris as the 
wind velocity increased. 

I saw a child's little red wagon 
go trundling down the street by itself. 

New Orleans is famous for the 
thousands of mammoth oak trees 
covered with moss which form dark, 
green tunnels over many streets. It 
will never be the same after Betsy. 


These trees have fallen in many 
areas. Some of the trees which are 
still standing have had large limbs— 
often larger than a normal tree— 
broken like matches. 

I tried to drive back downtown. 
It was a distance of three or four 
miles and normally would take about 
15 minutes. Last night, it was a two- 
hour struggle through a darkened, 
crippled city.
